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Town looks to improve museum’s long-term fortunes

The town is expected 
this month to initiate 
moves to take over owner¬ 
ship of the Didsbury 
Museum and begin the 
process of hiring a paid 
director to steer the vener¬ 
able institution forward 
into the future. 

On April 10, volunteers 
from the Didsbury and 
District Historical Society, 
which oversees operations 


at the museum, went 
before the town’s 
Committee of the Whole 
Meeting and presented a 
proposal for the town to 
consider a long-term fund¬ 
ing commitment of $00,000 
annually to cover the cost 
of employing a full-time 
museum director and the 
annual cost of utilities. 

The institution, located 
in the historic two-storey 
red brick and sandstone 
school building, was built 
in 1907 and has been the 
home of the Didsbury

Museum since 1989. It was 
designated a historic build¬ 
ing by the province in the 
summer of 1997. The socie¬ 
ty acquired the building in 
200(1 under a deal that if it 
ceased to be a museum the 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division had the legal right 
to take it back.

Frankie Kelly said there is 
an “absolute essential” 
urgency behind the April 10 
request as at least half of 
the board members are 
now seniors and a progres¬ 
sive plan is needed for the 
long-term viability of the

Although Kelly praised 
town council for its contin¬ 
ued support she added she 
doubts it has any money at 
this time to support a paid 
museum director. 

However, Mayor Brian 
Wittal said it is important 
the town now find money 
somewhere to at least 
begin the process of having 
a paid director, adding it 
could be done if the town 
proceeds concurrently 
with its long-standing plan 
to take over ownership of 
the historical structure. 

“1 think it is feasible," 
said Wittal of the society’s 
paid manager proposal, 
adding the Chinook’s Edge 
School Division is support¬ 
ing the town's desire to 
take over ownership of the 
building. “The town has to 
get more involved and pre¬ 
serve it. We have to do that. 
This (new museum manag¬ 
er) has to be seriously dis¬ 
cussed and built into the 
future.” 

He said it is possible a 
firm plan could be in place 
by the end of the summer 
to finally take over owner¬ 
ship of the historic building 
and provide the society 
with at least some start-up 
money to hire a paid man¬ 
ager. 

Wittal said one option 
could be to start the posi¬ 
tion as part-time and 
increase those hours as the 


town receives additional 
revenues. I le added by tak¬ 
ing over ownership of the 
building and its accompa¬ 
nying costs some of tin* 
museum’s current fundrais¬ 
ing and grant monies now 
used for operations could 
then be put towards the 
salary of a new paid director. 

Kelly said the society 
now depends on casino 
monies, and some provin¬ 
cial and county grant funds 
to keep the doors open on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoons. The 
town provides in-kind serv¬ 
ices free of charge and 
does not hold the society 
responsible for taxes or 
costs for water and 
sewage. 

She said she has consid¬ 
ered approaching an oil 
company to sponsor the 
museum. 

Kelly added that any new 
money that could be found 
at the corporate level 
would go towards hiring a 
paid director, even if the 
position began only as part 
time. 

In the society’s presenta¬ 
tion to the Committee of 
the Whole Meeting in April, 
council members were told 
a paid full-time museum 
director would allow for 
increased public access as 
the institution would have 
the ability to add more 
hours of operation. The 
new director would also be 
tasked to implement new 
strategies for communica¬ 
tion, fundraising, and long¬ 
term strategic goals, 
including forming new 
partnerships.

Residents clean up neglected green space in Deer Ridge

Residents have stepped 
lip to clean up a neglected 
strip of green space in the 
town’s Deer Ridge neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Last week, a half dozen 
residents, many of them 
seniors, took it upon them¬ 
selves to give the town’s 
resource-stretched public 
works department a hand 
to beautify the green space, 
known as Alfred Park, a 
green space of less than one 
acre in size at the intersec¬ 
tion of 12 Street and 2.‘3 
Avenue. 

The residents fixed up 
neglected flower beds in the 
park’s rock gardens, pulled 
out dandelions and 


trimmed t rees. 

The park has also been 
mowed. 

“They took the initiative 
because they wanted to 
support the parks’ crew," 
said Bob Wright, a longtime 
volunteer member of the 
Didsbury Fire Department 
who lives near the park. 
“The town crews get picked 
on all the time but they have 
limited resources. 

“For quite a few years the 
developers looked after it,” 
added Wright, noting the 
green space had turned in 
recent years to ail eyesore. 
“It seems to be one of the 
last ones the parks depart¬ 
ment was looking at." 

In recent years trees in 
the green space had died. 
Wright noted, however, 
parks crews did replace

them this spring with new 
trees. 

Meanwhile, Mike Phillips, 
the town’s manager of pub¬ 
lic works, said Alfred Park’s 
restoration was on his 
department’s agenda and 
his staff fully intended to 
get caught up with its 
cleanup. 

“We had hoped to get at it 
by the end of the month or 


in the beginning of July but 
there has been a lot of wet 
weather,” said Phillips, 
whose department of eight 
full-time staff members is 
tasked this year to maintain 
50 acres of green space. 
“Residents took it upon 
themselves to fix things up 
and I commend them for 
that.” 

Phillips said the effort by 
residents is especially 
appreciated as it saves the 
town time and money. He 
said it is hoped the initiative 
will inspire other citizens to 
take the same action or 
even formally “adopt” a 
park to ensure it is always 
regularly maintained. 

“It sure helps our parks 
crew out,” said Phillips. “We 
are more than happy to see 
this happen.”

New alcohol 
driving rule must 
be closely monitored

While most, if not all, law-abiding Albertans are 
probably in favour of more being done to reduce 
drunk driving in the province - and the injuries 
and deaths that go along with it - whether new 
alcohol limits coming into

Introduced just before the 
last provincial election, the 
new limits increase adminis¬ 
trative suspensions and vehicle seizure times for 
anyone caught driving with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 0.05. 

Under the legislation, a first offence can result 
in a three-day licence suspension; a second 
offence, a 15-day licence suspension, a seven-day 
vehicle seizure and a mandatory ‘planning ahead’ 
course; and a third offence, a 30-day licence sus¬ 
pension, a seven-day vehicle seizure and a manda¬ 
tory ‘impact’ course. 

Premier Redford has said the new rules could 
help reduce crashes caused by drivers being made 
less attentive by the presence of alcohol in their 
blood. 

She also says Alberta is not breaking new 
ground with the new rule, noting that all other 
provinces, except Quebec, already impose some 
sanctions on drivers with blood alcohol levels 
greater than 0.05 mg per cent. 

The Wildrose Opposition has been calling for 
the new legislation to be scrapped, saying target¬ 
ing drivers with blood alcohol levels less than 0.08 
mg per cent (the Criminal Code legal limit) won’t 
save lives. 

“We need to take serious action on drunk driving 
to protect Alberta families, not waste time and 
resources on a law that won’t work,” says 
Wildrose transportation critic Shayne Saskiw. 

Hiring more RCMP officers and increasing fund¬ 
ing for checkstops would be a much better way of 
keeping drunks off the road, he says. 

Bar owners says imposing the 0.05 limit will 
deter customers from visiting their establish¬ 
ments, causing a marked decline in the economic 
health of the hospitality industry as a result. 

With more than 8,500 people figured in alcohol- 
related motor vehicle accidents in Alberta since 
2000 - and more than 00 killed in such crashes last 
year alone - something obviously needs to be 
done to stop the carnage. 

Whether this new 0.05 rule is the answer 
remains to be seen. 

With less than three months now left before the 
new rule comes into effect, the chances of the leg¬ 
islation being stopped now are certainly remote. 

Nevertheless, once it comes into effect, this new 
rule should be very closely monitored to see if it 
does, in fact, have a positive impact. And if it 
proves ineffective in reducing crashes, it should 
be scrapped without delay.

Police issue scam alert

Didsbury RCMP is warn¬ 
ing residents to be vigilant 
against being conned by 
smooth-talking scam 
artists posing as legitimate 
household contractors. 

Recent incidents in and 
around town had police ini¬ 
tially concerned the so- 
called ‘Irish Pavers’ had 
made a return to the area, 
said Didsbury RCMP Cpl. 
Warren Wright. 

He said in the past four 
years individuals, who 
police would later give the 
moniker ‘Irish Pavers’, 
have been coming to the 
area peddling paving serv¬ 
ices to rural residents. 

Wright said they would 
offer residents extra 
asphalt for paving at their 
homes. A price would be 
negotiated, and if the resi¬ 
dents agreed, trucks would 
later show at their homes. 
He said cash would be 
demanded by the contrac¬ 
tors upfront. 

The RCMP officer said 
some work would be done 
but the workers ultimately 
left before the job was 
completed, leaving home- 
owners with only a half-fin¬ 
ished job to deal with 
themselves. 


“In the past years 
Mountain View County res¬ 
idents have been taken for 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in this type of situa¬ 
tion," said Wright. “The last 
time the Irish Pavers were 
in this area was last sum¬ 
mer. They move from 
Edmonton to Lethbridge. 
“The Irish Pavers are

using labourers that are 
illegal immigrants and 
immigration officials are 
very interested in these 
people to determine if t hey 
are legal and whether they 
should work in this coun¬ 
try,” he added. 

Wright said the situation 
left police in a “grey line” 
as far as whether the cases 
merited an investigation as 
each job was negotiated 
with a verbal agreement. 

“It is open to interpreta¬ 


tion," said Wright. “The guy 
did part of the driveway 
but not the way they (resi¬ 
dents) wanted. This has 
been going on for years." 

He said the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment 

received “numerous" calls 
earlier tbis month about a 
company offering paving 
services. 

Wright said RCMP spoke 
with a contractor who 
assured police he provided 
written quotes and con¬ 
tracts to potential clients 
and that he was only paid 
by cheque. 

“There is no link estab¬ 
lished between this con¬ 
tractor and the Irish 
Pavers,” said Wright. 

However, Didsbury 
RCMP is urging town and 
area residents to be on 
guard against potential 
paving con artists and to 
“exercise due diligence to 
protect themselves. 

“I want to remind people 
to ask for a business 
licence, provincial accredi¬ 
tation and a written con¬ 
tract so that expectations 
are clear,” said Wright. 
“And never pay in cash.”
